DPS Warns of High 
And Mot nan r«i ll Fourth Accident Rate

This week we find ourselves 
passing along another column from 
James Roberts. With some column 
writers you can convert some of 
their thoughts into ideas of your 
own for a column. But with James, 
once you read it it becomes almost 
impossible to find some other way 
to say the same thing. 
Your guess is as good as mine as 
to whether or not he actually 
overheard this conversation, but 
regardless, we feel sure that it has 
been said by many people, many 
times. 
And hopefully this will not get too 
close to home for many of you, but 
all of us can look around and see it 
happening every day. 
Here is James’s story: 
We wouldn’t have believed it if 
we hadn’t heard it and eyeballed it 
ourselves. 
The pair were sitting a few 
booths away, an older, greying 
man and a young man in the middle 
or late twenties and enough 
likeness to certainly be father and 
son. 
“We’re just not making it 
anymore,’’ the young man was 
arguing, sadly and resignedly. 
“But son you’ve got it made... a 
good job, a comfortable house, 
good health, no big expenses. . 
“Dad we weren’t making it 
before and with the kid coming’ in 
September, it’s disastrous!” 
The argument flowed back and 
forth between the two during the 
lengthy evening meal but neither 
made a great deal of headway. 
“Seems like we owe everybody in 
town and we’re not catching up on 
anything. She can spend it faster 
than I can bring it home.” 
“Wal, your mother and I thought 
you went a little strong on that new 
car but it’s your life. . . ” 
“I know that we promised to 
start paying you rent on our house 
next month but it’s $35.00 a month 
we don’t have. . .” 
“Forget it for the time being. . 
we can do without it but I still don’t 
understand. You’re 15 years ahead 
of where your mother and I were at 
your age. You’re making five times 
the money we were during our 
early marriage.” 
“But things are different now. 
Things cost more. Everything costs 
more. . .” 
“So what else is new? Things are 
always higher, more expensive. 
But you’ve got four years of college 
that I didn’t have and your mother 
and I were tickled to do it. And 
since our old house wasn’t rented 
any way, it’s better that you’re 
living in it and keeping it iq>. I 
never liked renting our first home 
to anyone anyway.” 
“But things were different for 
you and mom! You didn’t need a lot 
of money. . .”

“With the passage of the 
Beef Referendum, the cattle 
industry will have means of 
stabilizing our industry and 
increasing profits for cat­ 
tlemen,” SartweUe says. He 
points out that the Beef 
Referendum, if approved by 
two-thirds of the producers 
voting next month, would 
raise an estimated ISO million 
to $40 million annually. This 
money would be used for beef 
research, education, pro­ 
motion and foreign market 
development. 
Cattle producers would 
assess themselves three- 
tenth of one percent (30 cents 
per HOO value) for each 
animal they sell. The money 
would be “passed through” at 
the point of each sale, but 
money would be remitted 
only at the time the animal is 
slaughtered. The funds would 
be sent to a national Beef 
Board, administered by 68 
cattle producers from the 
major 
cattle 
producing 
states. 
“The 68 producers will be 
nominated by cattle or­ 
ganizations in each state. 
The nominees will be selected 
from these associations 
either by a membership 
election or through appoint­ 
ment by the directors of each 
group,” SartweUe points out. 
The Secretary of Agriculture 
will confirm the appointees 
and assure that the funds are 
properly invested in ac­ 
cordance with the law, he 
adds. 
“ In order for the Re­ 
ferendum to be valid at 
least 50 percent of those who 
registered must return to 
their ASCS office and vote. 
Then, at least two-thirds of 
those voting must vote ‘Yes’ 
before the program will be 
put into effect,” the BDT 
chairman says. 
“This may be the last 
opportunity that producers 
have to vote on a selfhelp 
program,” concludes Sart­ 
weUe. “So we urge every 
producer who registered to 
return and vote ’Yes’ for a 
more profitable beef in­ 
dustry.”
